If a blood vessel has been ru p tu r­ 
ed and blood is pouring into the 
brain, then an operation should be 
periormed. The greater the bleed­ 
ing. the greater the need for the op­ 
era i¡on. Of course such an operation 
is a serious thing, as is any inter­ 
ference with the complex and deli­ 
cate brain. However, if parents are 
told that it is necessary, then they 
must make up the.r minds that the 
life of the child probably depends 
upon it; the longer they delay, the 
more chance there is of the fracture 
proving fatal. 
Sometimes in a serious injury the 
fracture in the skull communicates 
with the outside. T hat is. the blow 
which did the damage has laid the 
brain right open and then there L* 
grave danger of a m eningitis or 
some other infection of the brain 
When the break occurs into the 
nose and throat, there is also great 
danger of infection because there 
is so much bacteria present in these 
places. W hen it happens, the child 
m ust be kept in bed, quiet, until the 
bone has completely healed. 
In the case of a fracture, it is 
very im portant that the doctor’s in­ 
structions be followed with great 
care. So when he orders the patient 
kept in bed. you know he is only 
doing what is best for the child.
